viz.at one corner and againſt a little Fort called 

Texrnosn , into which our menentred and remaine there: bur 
we receiued a great loſſe of braue men, as you ſhall ſee by 
the following it. The fight began at 8, of the clocke at the 
eucrirg, and lalled till IO. We hauetodeale with moſt-cous 
rapious men , who Goe defend themlelues molt yaliantly , 
knowirg pcthaps there is no grace for them ta be obtained :: 
We onely feare they ſave themſclues once in a night , ſtealing 
away into the hills. There arc hereabouts cerraine men which 
are called Bandits, and arg men who being driucnout of their 
Townes and from their houſes , doe much trouble all ſuch as 
come or goe to and from our Camp, killing and taking ſome 
priſoners, and robbe euery where. They tooke yelterday a 
Barge vpon the Rhoſne , wherein thete were a great many 
perions , and among} them Mecfhicurs de Nawerl/es, 

Privas is but a {mall Towne berwcene two hills, which 


., :.compaſſe it,but doe not command it , it is but meanely forti- 


fied. There is but one houſe not farre from it , where tlie: 
King is lodged in, and all the Army is camped inthe field...

By other letters written the 4. of Tune ffi/o r0wo , we re. 
cciue aſſured newes,, that one of the Souldiours of the Gar- 
riſon of Pri#as betrayed the ſaid Towne, and cauſed it to bee 
ſurprized on the 20. of May , whereby the French Army re- 
uenged the foreſaid lofſe , the King cauſing 45. Souldiersto 
be hanged, that were taken in the Towne, the relt ſaued 
themſcluecs by flight into the hills : And ſome others hauing 
withdrawne themſeclues into a little Fort, yeelded the ſame 
alſo, and they all ( being 25. in number ) were alſo hanged, 
onely Monſieur de e 3/ontbrun and foure other principall 
Officers , were ſent priſoners to Valenſay : The Towne of 
Priuas hath bcene pillaged and after burnt. There were found 
8. or 9. women, whom the Cardinall faued from hanging, 
The watres doe in thoſe parts daily encreafe with greater re. 
ſolution on both ſides ,, the Kings Forces endeauonring to 
ſpoile all the corne 4 which the KekeSans Townes might 


\looke for to reape. And it ſeemes that the peace , continumg

12. broad; and without it there is another ditch of the ſame 
breadth and depth as the former for the ſhooting of the wa- 
ter. Vpon ſom uther auenues there are made Forts or Hurn- 
workes or Redoubts , the whole ground of the circumualla- 
tionis of about 6. houres going, Towards the Towne wee 
haue as yet done [utle, but raiſed on the Eaſt and North fides: 
a Battery asneere to the Towne, as we can come for water. 
We are allo drayning the water fromthe Towne by the help 
of a certaine number of hand- mils of excellent inuention, If 
this proicct of draining can take effe , we belecue we ſhall 
make our paſſage to the Towne, with more ſpeed thenis ima. 
gined. Some ſay the Towne wants victuall , and that they 
within will be ſtarted out within lefſe then fue moneths ; 
Others ſay, that their prouifion of powder is ſo skant,, that 
they can make no reall defence. . The truth cf theſe oſſertions 
ate onely knowne to our Generall , but I beleeue in want of 
powder mere then wont of victuall , and inthe way of ap- 
proach then the way of (taruing. Thus the Dye is caft , and 
whatſocucr the meanrs, wit and courage of cither fide can 
invent or act , Imake no queſtion will be Put iN EXecu.
